Wiierilas it is expedient to consolidate and amend the laws relating 
to the procedure of the Courts of Civil Judicature ; It is hereby enacted 
as follows :— 


PRELIMINARY. 

1. (2) This Act may be cited as the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908. 
(2) It shall come into force on the first day of January, 1909. 

(5) This section and sections 155 to 158 extend to the whole of British 
India : the rest of the Code extends to the whole of British India, except 
the Scheduled Districts.

2. In this Act, unless.there is anything repugnant in the subject or Definitions, 
context,— • 

( 1 ) “ Code ” includes rules :

Erplanation .— The pendency of a suit in a foreign Court does uot 
preclude the Courts in British India from trying a suit founded on the 
same cause of action.

(b) A, residing in Delhi, publishes in Calcutta statements defamatory of B. B 
may suo A either in Calcutta or in Delhi. 

20. Subject, to iho limitations aforesaid, every suit shall be instituted 
in a Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction— 

(а) the defendant, or each of the defendants where there are more 

than one, at the time of the commencement of the suit, actually 
*•' and voluntarily resides, or carries on business, or personally 
works for gain ; or 

(б) any of the defendants, where there are more than one, at the

Explanation II .—A corporation shall be deemed to carry on business 
at its sole or principal office in British Tndia or, in respect of any cause 
of action arising at any place where it has also a subordinate office, at such

, Illustrations. 

(a) A is a IradosiniA in Calcutta. B carries on business in Delhi. B, by his 
agent in Galculta, buys goods of A and requests A to deliver them to the East Indian 
Railway Company. A delivers the goods accordingly in Calcutta. A may sue B for 
tho price of the goods either in Calcutta, where the cause of action has arisen, or in 
Delhi, where B carries on business. 

( 1)) A resides at Simla, B at Calcutta and C a! Delhi. A, B and C being together 
at Benares, B and C make a joint promissory note payable on demand, and deliver it 
to A. A may sue B and ft at Benares, where the cause of action arose. He may 
also sue them at Calcutta, where B resides, or at Delhi, where C resides ; but in each of 
these cases, if the non-resident defendant objects, the suit cannot proceed without the 
leave of the Court. 

21. No objection as to the place of suing shall he allowed hy any Objections to 
appellate or revisional Court unless such objection was taken in the. Court j ur)8d,ctlon - 
of first instance at the earliest, possible opportunity and in all cases where 
issues arc set lied at or before such settlement, and unless there has been 
a consequent failure of justice.

• General.

88. A decree may be executed cither by the Court which passed it, 
or by the Court to which it is sent for execution.

(a) if the person against whom the decree is passed actually and 

voluntarily resides or carries on business, or personally 
works for gain, within the local limits of the jurisdiction

to satisfy such decree and has property within the local

40. Where a decree is sent lor execution in another province, it 
shall be sent to such Court and executed in such manner as may be 
prescribed by rules in force in that province. 

41. The Court to which a decree is sent for execution shall certify 
to the Court which passed it the fact of such execution, or where the 
former Court fails to execute the same the circumstances attending such 
failure. 

42. The Court executing a decree sent to it shall have the same 
powers in executing such decree as if it had been passed by itself. Ail 
persons disobeying or obstructing the execution of the decree shall be 
punishable by such Court in the same manner as if it had passed the 
decree. And its order in executing such decree shall be subject to the 
same rules in respect of appeal as if the decree had been passed by itself.

ORDER VI. 

Pleadings generally. 

1. “ Pleading ” shall mean plaint or written statement. 

2. Every pleading shall contain, and contain only, a statement in a 
concise form of the material facts on which 1 he parly pleading relies for his, 
claim or defence, as the ease may be, but not the evidence by which they 
are to be proved, and shall, when necessary, be divided into paragraphs, 
numbered consecutively. Dates, sums and numbers shall be expressed 
in figures. . 

3. The forms in Appendix A when applicable, and where they are not 
applicable forms of the like character, as nearly as may be, shall he used 
for all pleadings. 

4. In all eases in which the party pleading relies on any misrepre¬ 
sentation, fraud, breach of trust, wilful default, or undue influence, and 
in all other cases in which particulars may be necessary beyond such as 
arc exemplified in the forms aforesaid, particulars (with dates and items 
if necessary) shall be stated in the pleading. 

* 8 . A further and better statement of the nature of the claim or de¬ 
fence, or further and better particulars of any matter staled in any plead¬ 
ing, may in all cases be ordered, upon such terms, as to costs and other¬ 
wise, as may be just. 

6 . Any condition precedent, the performance or occurrence of which 
is intended to be contested, shall be distinctly specified in his pleading by 
the plaintiff or defendant, as the case may be ; and, subject thereto, an 
averment of the performance or occurrence of all conditions precedent 
necessary for the case of the plaintiff or defendant shall be implied in his 
pleading. 

7. No pleading shall, except by way of amendment, raise ant new 
grountf of claim or contain any allegation of fact inconsistent with the 
previous pleadings of the party pleading the same. 

8. Where a contract is alleged in any pleading, a bare denial of the 
same by the opposite party shall be construed only as a denial in fact of 
the express contract alleged or of the matters of fact from which the 
same may be implied, and not as a denial of the legality or sufficiency in 
law of such contract. 

9. Wherever the contents of any document are material, it shall be 
sufficient in any pleading to state the effect thereof as briefly as possible, 
without setting out th§ whole or any part thereof, unless the precise 
words of the document or any part thereof are material. 
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10. Wherever it is material to allege malice, fraudulent intention, Malice, 
knowledge or other condition of the mind of any person, it shall be suffi- £nowiodgo, 
oient to allege the same as a fact without setting out the circumstances from 

which the same is to be Inferred. 

11. Wherever it is material to allege notice to any person of any Notice, 
fact, matter or thing, it shall be sufficient to allege such notice as a fact, 
unless the form or the precise terms of such notice, or the circumstances 
from Which such notice is to he inferred, are material. 


12. Whenever any«contract or any relation between any persons is to be Implied 
implied from a series of letters or conversations or otherwise from a num- elation’ ° r 
her of circumstances, it shall be sufficient to allege such contract or rela * 

lion as a- fact, and to refer generally to such letters, conversations or cir¬ 
cumstances without selling them out in detail. And if in such case the 
person so pleading desires to rely in the alternative upon more contracts 
or relations than one as to be implied from such circumstances, he may 
state the same in the alternative. 


13. Neither party need in any pleading allege any matter of fact which resumptions 
the law presumes in his favour or a.s to which the burden of prooi lies 
upon the other side unless the same has first been .specifically denied ( e.g 
consideration for a bill of exchange where the plaintiff sues only on the 
bill and not for the consideration as a substantive ground of claim). 


14. Every pleading shall be signed by the party and his pleader (if Pleading to 
an>) : Provided that where a party pleading is, by reason of absenee beB,gned ‘ 
or for other good cause, unable to sign the pleading, it may be signed by * 

any person duly authorized by him to sign the same or to sue or defend on 
his behalf. 


15. ( 1 ) Save as otherwise provided by any law' for the time being Verification, 
in force, every pleading shall be verified at the foot by the party or by one of pleadings, 
of the parties pleading or by some other person proved to the satisfaction 
of the Court to be acquainted with the facts of the case. 


m (H) The person verifying shall specify, by reference to the numbered 
paragraphs of the pleading, what lie verifies of his own knowledge and 
7/hat he verifies upon information received and believed to be true. 

(.?) The verification shall be signed by the person making it and 
shall state the date on which and the place at which it was signed. 

16. The Court may at any stage of the proceedings order to be striking out 
struck out or amended any matter in any pleading which may be unneces- 
sary or scandalous or which may tend to prejudice, embarrass or delay 
the fair trial of the suit. 


17. The Court may at any stage of the proceedings allow either Amendment 
party to alter or airihnd his pleadings in such manner and on such terms of P leadin g*- 
as may be just, and alf such amendments shall be made as m&f be neceB- 
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sary for the purpose of determining the real Questions in controversy 
between the parties.

ORDER VII. 

Plaint. 

1. The plaint shall contain the following particulars :— 

(a) the name of the Court in which the suit is brought ; 

(b) the name, description and place of residence of the plaintiff ; 

* (e) the name, description and place of residence of the defend¬ 

ant, so far as they can be ascertained ; 

(d) where the plaintiff or the defendant is a minor or a person of 

unsound mind, a statement to that effect ; 

(e) the facts constituting the cause of action and when it arose ; 

(/) the facts showing that the Court has jurisdiction ; 

(g) the relief which the plaintiff claims ; 

(h) where the plaintiff has allowed a set-off or relinquished a por¬ 

tion of his claim, the amount so allowed or relinquished ; 
and 

(t) a statement of the value of the subject-matter of the suit for 
the purposes of jurisdiction and of court-fees, so far as the 
case admits. 

2. Where the plaintiff seeks the recovery of money, the plaint»shall 
state tlfe precise amount claimed : 

But where the plaintiff sues for mesne profits, or for an amount 
which will be found due to him on taking unsettled accounts between him 
and the defendant, the plaint shall state approximately the amount sued 
for. 

3. Where the subject-matter of the suit is immoveable property, the 
plaint shall contain a description of the property sufficient to identify it, 
and, in case such property can be identified by boundaries or numbers in 
a record of settlement of survey, the plaint shall specify such boundaries 
or numbers. 
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4. Where the plaintiff sues in a representative character the plaint 
shall show not only that he has an actual existing interest in the subject- 
matter, but that he has taken the steps (if any) necessary to enable him to 
Institute a suit concerning* it. 

B. The plaint shall show that the defendant is or claims to be interest¬ 
ed in the subject-matter, and that he is liable to be called upon to answer 

the plaintiff’s demand. 

• 

6 . Where the suit is instituted after the expiration of the period 
prescribed by the law of limitation, the plaint shall show the ground upon 
which exemption from such law is claimed. 

7. Every plaint shall state specifically the relief which the plaintiff 
claims either simply, or in the alternative, and it shall not be necessary 
to ask for general or other relief which may always be given as the Court 
may think just to the same extent as if it had been asked for. And the 
same rule shall apply to any relief claimed by the defendant in his written 
statement. 


8. Where the plaintiff seeks relief in respect of several distinct claims 
or causes of action founded upon separate and distinct grounds, they 
shall be stated as far as may be separately and distinctly. 


9. ( 1) The plaintiff shall endorse on the plaint, or annex thereto, 
a list of the documents (if any) which he has produced along with it ; 
and, if the plaint is admitted, shall present as many copies on plain paper 
of the plaint as there are defendants, unless the Court by reason of the 
length of the plaint or the number of the defendants, or for any other 
sufficient reason, permits him to present a like number of concise state¬ 
ments of the nature of the claim made, or of the relief claimed in the suit, 
in which case he shall present such statements. 

(5) Where the plaintiff sues, or the defendant or any of the defend¬ 
ants is sued, in a representative capacity, such statements shall show 
in what capacity the plaintiff or defendant sues or is sued. 

(5) The plaintiff may, by leave of the Court, amend such statements 
so as to make them correspond with the plaint. 

(4) The chief ministerial officer of the Court shall sign such list 
and copies or statements if, on examination, he finds them to be correct. 


1 10. (1) The plaint shall at any stage of the suit be returned to be 
presented to the Court in which the suit should have been instituted. 

(5) On returning a plaint the Judge shall endorse thereon the date 
of its presentation and return, the name of the party presenting it, and 
a brief statement of the reasons for returning it.

(5) Where he relies on any other documents (whether in his posses¬ 
sion or power or not) as evidence in support of his claim, he shall enter 
such documents in a list to be added or annexed to the plaint. 

15. Where any such document is not in the possession or power of the 
1 ‘laintiff, he shall, if possible, state in whose possession or power it is. 


16. Where the suit is founded upon a negotiable instrument, and it is 
proved that the instrument is lost, and an indemnity is given the

instrument to be filed with the plaint.

ORDER VIII. 

Written Statement and Set-off. 

1. The defendant may, and, if so required by the Court, shall, at or Written 
before the first hearing or within such time as the Court may pefinit. 8tatement ' 
present a written statement of his defence. 

2. The defendant must raise by his pleading all matters which show New facts 
the suit not. to be maintainable, or that the transaction is either void or 
voidable in point of law, and all such grounds of defence as, if not raised, pleaded, 
would be likely 1o take the opposite party by surprise, or would raise issues 

of fact not arising out of the plaint, as, for instance, fraud, limitation, 
release, payment, performance, or facts showing illegality. 

3. It shall not be sufficient for a defendant in his written statement Denial to bo 
lo deny generally the grounds alleged by the plaintiff, but the defendant SIM,clfic ' 
must deal specifically with each allegation of fact of which lie does not 

admit the truth, except damages. 

4. Where a defendant denies an allegation of fact in the plaint, he Evasivo 
must, not do so evasively, but answer the point of substance. Thus, if it demaI ' 
is alleged that lie received a certain sum of money, it shall not he suffi¬ 
cient to deny that lie received that particular amount, but be musl deny 

that lie received that sum or any part thereof, or else set out how much 
he received. And if an allegation is made with divers circumstances, 
it shall not be sufficient to deny it along with those circumstances. 

5. Every allegation of fact in the plaint, if not denied specifically OV Specific 
by necessary implication, or stated to be not admitted in the pleading of demal 
tlie defendant, shall be taken to be admitted except as against a person 
under disability : 

Provided that the Court may in its discretion require any fact so 
admitted to be proved otherwise than by such admission. 
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6. (1) Where in a suit for the recovery of money the defendant 
claims to set-off against the plaintiff’s demand aj?y ascertained sum of 
money legally recoverable by him from the plaintiff, not exceeding the 
pecuniary limits of the jurisdiction of the Couft, and both parties fill 
the same character as they fill in the plaintiff’s suit, t}ie defendant may, 
at the first hearing of the suit, but not afterwards unless permitted by 
the Court, present a written statement containing the particulars of the 
debt sought to be set-off. 

(2) The written statement shall have the same effect as a plaint in a 
cross-suit so as to enable the Court to pronounce % final judgment in 
respect both of the original claim and of the set-off : but this shall not 
affect the lien, upon the amount decreed, of any pleader in respect of the 
costs payable to him under the decree. 

(3) The rules relating to a written statement by a defendant apply 
to a written statement in answer to a claim of set-off. 

Illustrations. 

(a) A bequeaths Rs. 2,000 to B and appoints C his executor and residuary 
legatee. B dies and D takes out administration to B’s effects. C pays Be. 1,000 
as surety for D ; then D sues C for the legacy. C cannot set-off the debt of Rs. 1,000 
against the legacy, for neither C nor D fills the same character with respect to the 
legacy as they fill with respect to the payment of the Rs. 1,000. 

(b) A dies intestate and in debt to B. C takes out administration to A’a effects 
and B buys part of the effects from C. In a suit for the purchase-money by C against 
B, the latter cannot set-off the debt against the price, for C fills two different 
characters, one as the vendor to B, in which he sues B, and the other as representative 
to A. 

(a) A sues B on a bill of exchange. B alleges that A has wrongfully neglected 
to insure B’s goods and is liable to him in compensation which ho claims to set-off. 
The amount not being ascertained cannot be set-off. 

(d) A sues B on a bill of exchange for Rs. 500. B holds a judgment against A 
for Rs. 1,000. The two claims being both definite pecuniary demands may be set¬ 
off. 

(e) A sues B for compensation on account of trespass. B holds a promissory 
note for Rs. 1,000 from A and claims to set-off that amount against any sum that A 
may recover in the suit. B may do so, for, as soon as A recovers, both sums* are 
definite pecuniary demands. 

(/) A and B sue O for Rs. 1,000. O cannot set-off a debt due to him by A 
alone. 

(ff) A sues B and C for Rs. 1,000. B cannot Bet-off a debt due to him alone 
by A. 

(h) A owes the partnership firm of B and O Rs. 1,000. B dies, leaving O survi¬ 
ving. A sues C for a debt of Rs. 1,500 due in his separate character. O may set-off 
the debt of Rs. 1,000. 

7. Where the defendant relies upon several distinct grounds of de¬ 
fence or set-off founded upon separate and distinct facts, they shall be 
stated, as far as may be, separately and /listinetly. *

ORDER XXXITT. 

Suits by Paupers. 

1. Subject to the following provisions, any suit may be instituted by 
a pauper. 

Explanation. —A person is a “ pauper ” when he is not possessed of 
sufficient means to enable him to pay the fee prescribed by law for the 
plaint in such suit, or, where no such fee is prescribed, when be is not 
entitled to property worth one hundred rupees other than his necessary 
wearing-apparel and the subject-matter of the suit. 

2 . *-Every application for permission to sue as a pauper shall contain 
Ihe particulars required in regard to plaints in suits : a schedule of any 
’moveable or immoveable property belonging to the applicant, with the 
estimated value thereof, shall be annexed thereto ; and it shall be signed 
and verified in tlx* manner prescribed for the signing and verification of 
pleadings. 

3. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, the applica¬ 
tion shall be presented to the Court by the applicant in person, unless

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he is exempted from appeift-ing in Court, in ■which case the application 
may be presented by an authorised agent who can answer ail material 
questions relating to the application, and who may be examined in the 
safne manner as the party jepresented by him might have been examined 
had such party attended in person. 

4. (1) Where the application is in proper form and duly presented, 
the Court may, if it thinks fit, examine the applicant, or his agent when 
the applicant is allowed to appear by agent, regarding the merits of the 
claim and the property of the applicant. 

(£) Where the application is presented by an agent, the Court may, 
if it thinks fit, order that the applicant be examined by a commission in 
the manner in which the examination of an absent witness may be taken. 


5. The Court shall reject an application for permission to sue as a

(a) where it is not framed and presented in the manner pres¬ 

cribed by rules 2 and 3, or 

(b) where the applicant is not a pauper, or 

(o) where he has, wilhin two months next before the presentation 
of the application, disposed of any property fraudulently 
or in order to be able to apply for permission to sue as a 
pauper, or 

( d ) where his allegations do not show a cause of action, or 

(e) where he has entered into any agreement with reference to the 

subject-matter of the proposed suit under which any other 
person has obtained an interest in such subject-matter. 

6 . Where the Court sees no reason to reject the application on any 
of the grounds stated in rule 5, it shall fix a day (of which at least ten 
days’ clear notice shall be given to the opposite party and the Govern¬ 
ment pleader) for receiving such evidence as the applicant may adduce 
in proof of his pauperism, and for hearing any evidence which may be 
adduced in disproof thereof. 

1 7. ( 1 ) On the day so fixed or as soon thereafter as may lie con¬ 
venient, the Court shall examine the witnesses (if any) produced by 
cither party, and may examine the applicant or his agent, and shall make 
a memorandum of the substance of their evidence. 

( 3 ) The Court shall also hear any argument which the parties may 
desire to offer on the question whether, on the face of the application and 
of the evidence (if any) taken by the Court as herein provided, the

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applicant is or is not subject to any of the prohibitions specified in 
rule 5.

continue to sue as a pauper ; or 

(c) if he has entered inlo any agreement with reference to the 

subject -in a tier of the suit under which any other person has 
obtained an interest in such subject-matter. 

10. Where the plaintiff succeeds in the suit, the Court shall calculate 
the amount of court-fees which would have been paid by the plaintiff if 
he had not been permitted to sue as a pauper ; such amount shall be re¬ 
coverable by the 1 [Provincial Government] from any party ordered by 
the decree to pay the same, and shall be a first charge on the subject-matter 
of the suit. 

11. Where the plaintiff fails in the suit or is dispaupered, or where 
the suit is withdrawn or dismissed,— 

(a) because the summons for the defendant to appear and answer 

has not been served upon him in consequence of the failure 
of the plaintiff to pay the court-fee or postal charges (if 
^ any) chargeable for such service, or 

(b) because the plaintiff does not appear when the suit is called on 

• for hearing, 

the Court shall order the plaintiff, or any person added as a co-plaintiff to 
the suit, to pay the court-fees which would have been paid by the plaintiff 
if he had not been permitted to sue as a pauper. 

12. The 1 [Provincial Government] shall have the right at any time 
to apply to the Court to make an order for the payment of court-fees under 
rule 10 or rule 11 .

ORDER XXXIV. 

Suits relating to Mortgages of Immoveable Property.

(a) A deposits a box of jewels with B as his agent. C alleges that the jewels 
were wrongfully obtained from him by A, and claims them from B. B cannot institute 
an interpleader-suit against A and 0. 

(ft) A. deposits a box of jewels with B as his agent. lie then writes to C for the 
purpose of making the jewels a security for a debt due from himself to C. A after¬ 
wards Alleges that 0’s defct is satisfied, and C alleges the contrary.

An Act further to amend the law relating to explosive substances. 

Whereas it is necessary further to amend the law relating to ex¬ 
plosive substances ; It is hereby enacted as follows :—

1. (I) This Act may be called the Explosive Substances Act, 
1908. 

(U) It extends to the whole of British India and applies also to— 

(а) all native Indian subjects of His Majesty in any place without 

and beyond British India ; 

(б) all other British subjects within the territories of any native

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend the law relating 
to the limitation of suits, appeals and certain applications to Courts ; and 
whereas it is also expedient to provide rules for acquiring by possession 
the ownership of easements and other property ; It is hereby enacted as

An Act to amend the law of Insolvency in the Presidency- 

towns 2 * * * *. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relating to insolvency in 
the Presidency-towns and the 8 [towD of Karachi] ; It is hereby enacted 
as follows :— 


Preliminary. 

« 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Presidency-towns Insolvency Act, 
1909. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force on the first day of January 1910.

2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or Definitions, 
context,— • 

(а) “ creditor ” includes a decree-holder ; 

(б) “ debt ” includes a judgment-debt, and “ debtor ” includes a 

judgment-debtor ;

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4. All matters in respect of which jurisdiction is given by this Act 
shall be ordinarily transacted and disposed of by or under the direction 
of one of the Judges of the Court, and the Chief Justice or 1 [Judicial Com¬ 
missioner] shall, from time to time, assign a Judge for that purpose. 

5. Subject to the provisions of this Act and of rules, the Judge of a 
Court exercising jurisdiction in insolvency may exercise in chambers the 
whole or any part of his jurisdiction. 

6. (/) The Chief .Justice or 1 [Judicial Commissioner] may, from 
time to time, -direct that, in any matters in respect of which jurisdiction 
is given to the Court by this Act, an officer of the Court appointed by him 
iu this behalf shall have all or any of the po'wers in this section mentioned ; 
and any order made or act done by such officer in the exercise of the said 
powers shall be deemed the order or act of the Court. 

(2) The powers referred to in sub-section (1) are the following,

(a) to hear insolvency petitions presented by debtors, and to make

(5) An officer appointed under this section shall not have power to 
commit for contempt of Court. 

7. Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Court shall have full 
power to decide all questions of priorities, and all other questions what¬ 
soever, whether of law or fact, which may arise in any case of insolvency 
coming within the cognizance of the Court, or which the Court may deem 
it expedient or necessary to decide for the purpose of doing complete jus¬ 
tice or making a complete distribution of property in any such case :

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(2) Orders in insolvency matters shall, at the instance of any person 
aggrieved, be subject to appeal as follows, namely :— 

(а) an appeal from an order made by an officer of the Court em¬ 

powered under section 6 shall lie to the Judge assigned under 
section 4 for Ihe transaction and disposal of matters in in¬ 
solvency and no further appeal shall lie except by leave otf 
such Judge ; 

(б) save as otherwise provided in clause (a), an appeal from an

PART II. 

Proceedings from Act of Insolvency to Discharge. 

Acts of insolvency. 

0. A debtor commits an act of insolvency in each of the following 
cases, namely :— 

( a) if, in British India or elsewhere, he makes a transfer of all or 
substantially all his property to a third person for the benefit 
of his creditors generally ; 

(h) if, in British Tndia or elsewhere, he makes a transfer of his 
property or of any part thereof with intent to defeat or delay 
his creditors ; 

(c) if, in British Tndia. or elsewhere, he makes any transfer of his 

property or of any part thereof, which would, under this or 
any other enactment for the lime being in force, be void as a 
s fraudulent preference if he were adjudged an insolvent ; 

(d) if, with intent to defeat or delay his creditors,— * 

(i) he departs or remains out of British India, 

(ii) he departs from his dwelling-house or usual place of busi¬ 

ness or otherwise absents himself, 

(iii) he secludes himself so as to deprive his creditors of the 
, means of communicating with him ; 

(e) if any of his property has been sold or attached for a period of 

not less than twenty-one days in execution of the decree of 
any Court for the payment of jooney ; 

(/) if he petitions.4o be adjudged an insolvent ; 
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( 9 ) if he gives notice to any of his creditors that he has suspended, 
or that he is about to suspend, payment of his debts ; 

( h) if he is imprisoned in execution of the decree of any Court for 
the payment of money. 

Explanation. —For the purposes of this section, the act of an agent 
may be the act of the principal, even though the agent have no specific 
authority to commit the act. 

Order of adjudication. 

10. Subject to the conditions specified in this Act, if a debtor com¬ 
mits an act of insolvency, an insolvency petition may be presented either 
by a creditor or by the debtor, and the Court may on such petition make 
an order (hereinafter called an order of adjudication) adjudging him an 
insolvent. 

Explanation. —The presentation of a petition by the debtor shall be 
deemed an act of insolvency within the meaning of this section, and on 
such petition the Court may make an order of adjudication. 

11. * The Court shall not have jurisdiction to make an order of adjudi¬ 
cation, unless— 

(a) the debtor is, at the time .of the presentation of the insolvency 
petition, imprisoned in execution of the decree of a Court for 
the payment of money in any prison to which debtors are 
ordinarily committed by the Court in the exercise of its ordi¬ 
nary original jurisdiction ; or 

(h) the debtor, within a year before the date of the presentation of 
the insolvency petition, has ordinarily resided or had a 
dwelling-house or has carried on business either in person or 
through an agent within the limits of the ordinary original 
civil jurisdiction of the Court ; or 

(c) the debtor personally works for gain within those limits ; or 

(d) in the case of a petition by or against a firm of debtors the firm 

has carried on business Vitkin a year before the date of the 

• presentation of the insolvency petition within those limits. 

12. (f) A creditor shall not be entitled to present an insolvency peti¬ 
tion against a debtor unless— 

(a) the debt owing by the debtor to the creditor, or, if two or more 

creditors join in the petition, the aggregate amount of debts 
owing to such creditors, amounts to five hundred rupees, and 

(b) the debt is a liquidated sum payable either immediately or at 

some certain future time, and 

(c) the act of insolvency on which the petition is grounded has 

occurred within'three months before the presentation of the 
petition. « 
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(2) If the petitioning creditor is a secured creditor, he shall in his 
petition either state that he is willing to relinquish his security for the 
benefit of the creditors in the event of the debtor being adjudged in¬ 
solvent or give an estimate of the value of the security. In the latter case 
he may be admitted as a petitioning creditor to the extent of the balance 
of the debt due to him after deducting the value so estimated in the same 
way as if he were an unsecured creditor. 

13. ( 1 ) A creditor’s petition shall be verified by affidavit of the Proceedings 
creditor, or of some person on his behalf having knowledge of the facts, creditor’*! 

(2) At the hearing the Court shall require proof of- 8 - petition. 

(a) the debt of the petitioning creditor, and 

(b) the act of insolvency, or, if more than one act of insolvency is 

alleged in the petition, some one of the alleged acts of in¬ 
solvency. 

(3) The Court may adjourn the hearing of the petition and order 
service thereof on the debtor. 

(4) The Court shall dismiss the petition— 

(a) if it is not satisfied with the proof of the facts referred to in 

sub-section (2) ; or 

(b) if the debtor appears and satisfies the Court that he is able to 

pay his debts, or that he has not committed an act of in¬ 
solvency or that for other sufficient cause no order ought to 
be made. 

(5) The Court may make an order of adjudication if it is satisfied 
with the proof above referred to, or if on a hearing adjourned under sub¬ 
section (.?) the debtor does not appear and service of the petition on him 
is proved, unless in its opinion the petition ought to have been presented 
before some other Court having insolvency jurisdiction. 

(6) Where the debtor appears on the petition and denies that he is 
indebted to the petitioner, or that he is indebted to such an amount as 
would justify the petitioner in presenting a petition against him, the 
Court? on such security (if any) being given as the Court may require 
for payment to the petitioner of any debt which may be established 
against the debtor in due course of law. and of the costs of establishing 
the debt, may, instead of dismissing the petition, stay all proceedings on 
the petition for such time as may be required for trial of the question 
relating to the debt. 

(7) Where proceedings are stayed, the Court may, if by reason of 
the delay caused by the stay of proceedings or for any other cause it 
thinks just, make an order of adjudication on the petition of some other 
creditor, and shall thereupon dismiss, on such terms as it thinks just, the 

petition on whijh proceedings have been stayed as aforesaid. 
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( 8) A creditor’s petition shall not, after presentation, be withdrawn 
without the leave of the Court. 

14. '[(1)] A debtor shall not be entitled to present an insolvency 
petition unless— 

(a) his debts amount to five hundred rupees, or 

(b) he has been arrested and imprisoned in execution of the decree 

of any Court for the payment of money, or 

« 

(c) an order of attachment in execution of such a decree has been 

made and is subsisting against his property. 

2 [{2) A debtor in respect of whom an order of adjudication, 
whether made under this Act or under the Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920, v of 1920. 
has been annulled owing to his failure to apply or to prosecute an appli¬ 
cation for his discharge shall not be entitled to present an insolvency peti¬ 
tion without, the leave of the Court by which the order of adjudication 
was annulled. Such Court shall not grant leave unless it is satisfied 
either that the debtor was prevented by any reasonable cause from pre¬ 
senting or prosecuting his application, as the case may be, or that the peti¬ 
tion is founded on facts substantially different from those contained in the 
petition on which the order of adjudication was made.] 

16. ( 1 ) A debtor’s petition shall allege that the debtor is unable to 
pay his debts, and. if the debtor proves that he is entitled to present the 
petition, the Court may thereupon make an order of adjudication, unless 
m its opinion the petition ought to have been presented before some other 
Court having insolvency jurisdiction. 

( 2 ) A debtor’s petition shall not, after presentation, be withdrawn 
without the leave of the Court. 

8 [(.9) On the making of the order admitting his petition, a debtor 
shall— 

(а) unless the Court otherwise directs, produce all his books of 

account, and 

(б) file such lists of creditors and debtors and afford such assist- 

t ance to the Court as may be prescribed,

16. The Court may, if it is shown to be necessary for the protection 
of the estate, at any time after the presentation of an insolvency petition 
and before an order of adjudication is made, appoint the official assignee

If the insolvent fails, without reasonable excuse, to comply with 
the requirements of this section, the Court may, on the application of the 
official assignee or of any creditor, make an order for his committal to the 
civil prison. 

(4) If the insolvent fails to prepare and submit any such schedule 
as aforesaid, the official assignee may, at the expense of the estate, cause 
such a schedule to be prepared in manner prescribed. 

25. ( 1 ) Any insolvent who shall have submitted his schedule as Protection 
aforesaid may apply to the Court for protection, and the Court may, on. ord0r * 
such application, make an order for the protection of the insolvent from 

arrest or detention.

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(2) A protection order may apply either to ell the debts mentioned 
in the schedule or to any of them as the Court may think proper, and may 
commence and take effect at and for such time as the Court may direct, 
and may be revoked or renewed as the Court may think fit. 

(3) A protection order shall protect the insolvent from being arrested 

or detained in prison for any debt to 'which such order shall apply, and 
any insolvent arrested or detained contrary to the terms of such order 
shall be entitled to his release : , 

Provided that no such order shall operate to prejudice the right of 
any creditor in the event of such order being revoked or the adjudication 
annulled. 

(4) Any creditor shall he entitled to appear and oppose the grant of 
a protection order, but the insolvent shall be prima facie entitled to such 
order on production of a certificate signed by the official assignee that he 
has so far conformed to the provisions of this Act. 

(5) The Court may make a protection order before an insolvent has 
submitted his schedule if il thinks it necessary to do so in the interests 
of the creditors. 

26. (J) At any time after the making of an order of adjudication 
against an insolvent, the Court, on the application of a creditor or of the 
official assignee, may direct that a meeting of creditors .shall be held to 
consider the circumstances of the insolvency and the insolvent’s schedule 
and his explanation thereof and generally as to the mode of dealing with 
the property of the insolvent. 

(2) With respect to the summoning of and proceedings at a meeting 
of creditors the rules in the First Schedule shall be observed. 

27. ( 1 ) Where the Court makes an order of adjudication it shall 

hold a public sitting on a day to be appointed by the Court, of which notice 
shall be given to creditors in the prescribed manner, for the examination of 
the insolvent, and the insolvent shall attend thereat, and shall be examined 
as to his conduct, dealings and property. ^ 

(£) The examination shall be held as soon as conveniently may be 
after the expiration of the time for the filing of the insolvent’s schedule. 

(3) Any creditor who has tendered a proof or a legal practitioner on 
his behalf may question the insolvent concerning his affairs and the causes 
of his failure. 

(4) The official assignee shall take part in the examination of the 
insolvent ; and for the purpose thereof, subject to such directions as the 
Court may give, may be represented by a legal practitioner. 

(5) The Court may put such questions to the insolvent as it may 
think expedient. 
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(5) The insolvent, shall be examined upon oath, and it shall be his 
duty to answer* all such questions as the Court may put or allow to be 
put to him. Such notes of the examination as the Court thinks proper 
shall *be taken down in writing and shall be read over either to or by /the 
insolvent and signed by him, and may 1 hereafter be used in evidence against 
him and shall be open to the inspection of any creditor at all reasonable 
times. 

(?) When the Court is of opinion that the affairs of the insolvent have 
been sufficiently investigated, it shall, by order, declare that his examina¬ 
tion is concluded, but such order shall not preclude tlu* Court from direct¬ 
ing further examination of the insolvent whenever it may deem fit to do 
so. 

(if) Where the insolvent is a lunatic or suffers from any such mental 
or physical affliction or disability as in the opinion of the Court makes him 
unfit to attend his public examination, or is a woman who according to the 
customs and manners of the country ought not to be compelled to appear 
in public, the Court may make an order dispensing with such examination, 
or directing that the insolvent be, examined on such terms, in such manner 
and at such place as to the Court seems expedient. • 

Composition and schemes of arrangement. 

28. (i) An insolvent may at any time after the making of an order Submission 
of adjudication submit a proposal for a composition in satisfaction of his anluooept- 
debts or a proposal for a scheme of arrangement of liis affairs in the pres- anu< by 
eribed form, and such proposal shall be submitted by the official assignee credlU a ' 
to a meeting of creditors. 

(2) The official assignee shall send to each creditor who is mentioned 
in the schedule, or who has tendered a proof before the meeting, a copy of 
the insolvent’s proposals with a report thereon, and if on the consideration 
of such proposal the majority in number and three-fourths in value of all 
the creditors whose debts are proved resolve to accept the proposal, the same 
shall be deemed to be duly accepted by the creditors. 

(3) The insolvent may at the meeting amend the terms of his proposal 

if the amendment is in the opinion of the official assignee calculated to bene¬ 
fit the general body of creditors. ® 

(4) Any creditor who has proved his debt may assent to or dissent 
from the proposal by a letter, in the prescribed form, addressed to the 
official assignee so as to be received by him not later than the day preced¬ 
ing the meeting, and any such assent or dissent shall have effect as if the 
creditor had been present and had voted at the meeting. 

29. (1) The insolvent or the official assignee may after the proposal Approval of 
is accepted by the creditors apply to the Court to approve it, and notice of jyjfj 8 * 1 by 
the time appointed for hearing the application shall be given to each creditor 

who has proved.* 
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(2) Except where an estate is being summarily administered or special 
leave of the Court has been obtained, the application shall not be heard until 
after the conclusion of the public examination of the insolvent. Any 
creditor ‘who has proved may be heard by the Court in opposition to the 
application notwithstanding that he may at a meeting of creditors have 
voted for the acceptance of the proposal. 

(3) The Court shall before approving the proposal hear a report of 
the official assignee as to the terms 1 hereof and as to the conduct of the in¬ 
solvent and any objections which may be made by or on behalf of any 
creditor. 

(4) Where the Court is of opinion that the terms of the proposal are 
not reasonable or arc not calculated to benefit the general body of creditors 
or in any case in which tin* Court is required to refuse the insolvent’s dis¬ 
charge, the Court shall refuse to approve the proposal. 

(5) Where any facts are proved on proof of which the Court would be 
required either to refuse, suspend or attach conditions to the debtor’s 
discharge, the Court shall refuse to approve the proposal unless it provides 
reasonable security for payment of not loss than four annas in the rupee on 
all the unsecured debts provable against the debtor’s estate. 

( 6 ) No composition or scheme shall be approved by the Court which 
does not provide for the payment in priority to other debts of all debts 
directed to be so paid in the distribution of the property of an insolvent. 

( 7 ) In any other case the Court may either approve or refuse to 
approve the proposal. 

Order on 30. (i) If the Court approves the proposal, the terms shall be em- 

approval. bodied in an order of the. Court, and an order shall be made annulling the 
adjudication, and the provisions of section 23, sub-sections ( 1) and (5), 
shall thereupon apply, and the composition or scheme shall be binding on 
all the creditors so far as relates to any debt due to them from the insolvent 
and provable in insolvency. 

(2) The provisions of the composition or scheme may be enforced by 
the Court on application by any person interested, and any disobedience 
of an order of the Court made on the application shall be deemed a con¬ 
tempt of Court. 

Power to 31. ( 1 ) If default is made in the payment of any instalment due in 

debtor^ 86 pursuance of any composition or scheme, approved as aforesaid, or if it 
insolvent. appears to the Court that the composition or scheme cannot proceed with¬ 

out injustice or undue delay or that the approval of the Court was obtained 
by fraud, the Court, may, if it thinks fit, on application by any person in¬ 
terested, re-adjudge the debtor insolvent and annul the composition or 
scheme, and the property of the debtor shall thereupon vest in the official 
assignee but without prejudice to the validity of any transfer or payment 
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duly made or of anything duly done under or in pursuance of the composi¬ 
tion or scheme. 


{2) Where a debtor is re-adjudged insolvent under sub-section (1), 
all debts provable in other respects 'which have been contracted before the 
date of such re-adjudication shall be provable in the insolvency. 

32. Notwithstanding the acceptance and approval of a composition or Limitation 
scheme, the composition or scheme shall not be binding ou any creditor composition 
so far as regards a debl or liability from which, under tjlte provisions or scheme, 
of this Act, the insolvent would not be discharged by an order of discharge 
in insolvency, unless the creditor assents to the composition or scheme.

33. (1) Every insolvent shall, unless prevented by sickness or other Duties of in¬ 
sufficient cause, attend any meeting of his creditors which the official »° lvent M to 
assignee may require him to attend, and shall submit, to such examination and roalissa- 
and give such information as the meeting may require?. 

(2) The insolvent shall—

(а) give such inventory of his property, such list of his creditors 

and debtors, and of the debts due to and from them 
respectively, 

(б) submit 1o such examination in respect of his property or his 

creditors, 

( c) wait at such times and places on the official assignee or special 

manager, 

(d) execute such powers-of-attorney, transfers and instruments, and 

( e) generally do all such acts and things in relation to his property 

and the distribution of the proceeds amongst his creditors, 

as may be required by the official assignee or special manager or may be 
prescribed or be directed by the Court by any special order or orders made 
in reference to any particular case, or made on the occasion of any special 
• application by the official assignee or special manager, or any creditor or 
person interested. 9 

(3) The insolvent shall aid, to the utmost of his power, in the realiza¬ 
tion of his property and the distribution of the proceeds among his 
creditors. 


(4) If the insolvent wilfully fails to perform the duties imposed upon 
him by this section, or to deliver up possession to the official assignee of any 
part of his property, which is divisible amongst his creditors under this 
Aet and 'which is for the time being in his possession or under his control, 
he shall, in ad^jtion to any other punishment to which he may be subject, 
be guilty of a contempt «f Couvt, and may be punished accordingly. 
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34. (1 ) The Court may, either of its own motion or at the instance 
of the official assignee or of any creditor, by warrant addressed to any police- 
officer or prescribed officer of the Court, cause an insolvent to be arrested, 
and committed to the civil prison or if in prison to be detained until such 
time as the Court may order, under the following circumstances, namely :— 

(a) if it appears to the Court that there is probable reason for 

believing that he lias absconded or is about to abscond with a 
view of avoiding examination in respect of his affairs, or of 
otherwise avoiding, delaying or .embarrassing proceedings in 
insolvency against him ; or 

(b) if it appears to the Court that there is probable reason for believ¬ 

ing that he is about to remove his property with a view Of 
preventing or delaying possession being taken of it by the 
official assignee, or that there is probable reason for believing 
that he has concealed or is about to conceal or destroy any 
of his proper!} or any books, documents or writings which 
might be of use to his creditors in the course of his insolvency ; 
or 

(c) if he removes any property in his possession above the value of 

fifty rupees without the leave of the official assignee. 

(2) No payment or composition made or security given after arrest 
made under this section shall be exempt from the provisions'of this Act 
relating to fraudulent preferences. 

35. Where the official assignee has been appointed interim receiver 
or an order of adjudication is made, the Court, on the application of the 
official assignee, may, from time to time, order that for such time, not 
exceeding three months, as the Court thinks fit, all post letters, whether 
registered or unregistered, parcels and money orders addressed to the 
debtor at any place or places mentioned in the order for re-direetion, 
shall be re-directed, or delivered by the Postal authorities in British 
India, to the official assignee, or otherwise as the Court directs ; %nd the 
same shall be done accordingly. 

36. (1) The Court may, on the application of the official assignee or 

of any creditor who has proved his debt, at any time after an order Of 
adjudication has been made, summon before it in such manner as may 
be prescribed the insolvent or any person known or suspected to have 
in his possession any property belonging to the insolvent, or supposed to 
be indebted to the insolvent, or any person whom the Court may deem cap¬ 
able of giving information respecting the insolvent, his dealings or pro¬ 
perty ; and the Court may require any such person to produce any 
documents in his custody or power relating to the insolvent, his dealings or 
property. * ... ‘ 
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(2) If any jaerson so summoned, after having been tendered a reason¬ 
able sum, refuses to come before the Court at the time appointed, or 
refuses to produce any such document, having no lawful impediment made 
known to the Court at the time of its sitting and allowed by it, the Court 
may, by warrant, cause him to be apprehended and brought up for 
examination. 

(3) The Court may examine any person so brought before it concern¬ 
ing the insolvent, his dealings or property, and such person may be re¬ 
presented by a legal practitioner. 

(4) 1 [If on his examination any such person admits] that he is in¬ 
debted to tlie insolvent, the Court may, on the application of the official 
assignee, order him to pay to the official assignee, at such time and in such 
manner as to the Court seems expedient, the amount in which he is in¬ 
debted, or any part thereof, either in full discharge of the whole amount 
or not, as the Court thinks fit, with or without costs of the examination. 

(5) 1 [If on his examination any such person admits] that he has in his 
possession any property belonging to the insolvent, the Court may, pn the 
application of the official assignee, order him to deliver to the official 
assignee that property, or any part, thereof, at such time, in such manner 
and on such terms as to the Court may seem just. 

(6) Orders made under sub-sections (4) and (5) shall be executed in 
the same manner as decrees for the payment of money or for the delivery of 
property under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, respectively. 

(7) Any person making any payment or delivery in pursuance of an 
order made under sub-section (</) or sub-section (5) shall by such payment! 
or delivery be discharged from all liability whatsoever in respect of such 
debt or property. 

37. The Court shall have the same powers to issue commissions and 
letter's of request for the examination on commission or otherwise of any 
person^liable to examination under section ,16 as it has for the examination 
.of witnesses under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908. 

Discharge of Insolvent. 

38. (1) An insolvent may, at any time after the order of adjudica¬ 
tion, apply to the Court for an order of discharge, and the Court shall 
appoint a day for hearing the application, but, save where the public 
examination of the insolvent has been dispensed 'with under the provisions 
of this Act, the application shall not be heard until after such examination 
has been concluded. The application shall be heard in open Court.

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(2) On the hearing of the application, the Court shall take into con¬ 
sideration any report of the official assignee as to the insolvent’s conduct 
and affairs, and, subject to the provisions of section 39, may— 

(a) grant or refuse an absolute order of discharge, or 
(&) suspend the operation of the order for a specified time, or 
(c) grant an order of discharge subject to any conditions with res¬ 
pect to any earnings or income which may afterwards become 
due to the insolvent, or with respect to his after-acquired pro¬ 
perty. 

39. ( 1) The Court shall refuse Ihe discharge in all cases where the 
insolvent has committed any offence under this Act, or under sections 421 
to 424 of the Indian Penal Code, and shall, on proof of any of the facts here- XL 
matter mentioned, either— 

(a) refuse the discharge ; or 

(b) suspend the discharge for a specified time ; or * 

( c ) suspend the discharge until a dividend of not less than four 
, annas in the rupee has been paid to the creditors ; or 

(d) require the insolvent as a condition of his discharge to consent 

to a- decree being passed against him iq favour of the official 
assignee for any balance or part of any balance of the debts 
provable under the insolvency which is not satisfied at the 
date of his discharge ; such balance or part of any balance 
of the debts to be paid out of the future earnings or after- 
acquired property of the insolvent in such manner and sub¬ 
ject to such conditions as the Court may direct ; but in that 
case the decree shall not be executed without leave of the 
Court, which leave may be given on proof that the insolvent 
has since his discharge acquired property or income available 
for payment of his debts.

he satisfies the Court that the fact that the assets are not of 
such value has arisen from circumstances for which he cannot 
justly be held responsible ; 

(h) that the insolvent has omitted to keep such books of account 
as are usual and proper in the business carried on by him and 
as sufficiently disclose his business transactions and financial 
position within the three years immediately preceding his 
insolvency ; 

(c) that the insolvent has continued to trade after knowing himself 
to be insolvent; ‘ 
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(d) that the insolvent has contracted any debt provable under this 
Acf without having at the time of contracting it any reason¬ 
able or probable ground of expectation (the burden of proving 
which shall lie on him) that he would be able to pay it ; 

(c) that the insolvent has failed to account satisfactorily for any 
loss of assets or for any deficiency of assets to meet his liabili¬ 
ties ; 

(/) that the insolvent has brought on or contributed 1o his insol¬ 
vency by rash or hazardous speculations or by unjustifiable 
extravagance in living or by gambling, or by culpable neglect 
of his business affairs ; 

(g) that the insolvent has put any of his creditors to unnecessary 

expense by a frivolous or vexatious defence to any suit pro¬ 
perly brought against him ; 

(h) that the insolvent has within three months preceding the time 

of presentation of the petition incurred unjustifiable expense 
by bringing a frivolous or vexatious suit ; 

(i) that the insolvent has within three months preceding tli£ date 

of the presentation of the petition, when unable to' pay his 
debts as they become due, given an undue preference to any 
of his creditors ; 

O’) that the insolvent has concealed or removed his books or his 
property or any part thereof or has been guilty of any other 
fraud or fraudulent breach of trust. 

( 3 ) The power of suspending and of attaching conditions to an in¬ 
solvent’s discharge may be exercised concurrently. 

(4) On any application for discharge the report of the official assignee 
shall be prim a facie evidence and the Court may presume the correctness 
of any statement contained Iherein. 

40. Notice of the appointment by the Court of the day for hearing Hearing of 
the application for discharge shall be published in the prescribed manner fffd S^ e. 
and sent one mouth at least before the day so appointed to eawh creditor 

who has proved, and the Court may hear the official assignee and may 
also hear any creditor.

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42. (1) Where the Court refuses the discharge of the insolvent it 
may, after such time and in such circumstances as may* be prescribed, 
permit him to renew his application. 

(5) Where an order of discharge is made subject to conditions and 
at any time after the eipiration of two years from the date of the order 
the insolvent shall satisfy the Court that there is no reasonable 
probability of his being in a position to comply with the terms of such 
order, the Court may modify the terms of the order, 4 or of any substituted 
order, in such manner and upon such conditions as it may think 
fit. I. 

43. A discharged insolvent shall, notwithstanding his discharge, give 
such assistance as the official assignee may require in the realization and 
distribution of sudi of his property as is vested in the official assignee, 
and, if he fails to do so. shall be guilty of a contempt of Court ; land, 
the Court may also, if it thinks fit, revoke his discharge, but without pre¬ 
judice to the validity of any sale, disposition or payment duly made 
or thing duly done subsequent to the discharge, but before its revoca¬ 
tion. 

44. In either of the following cases, that is to say :— 

(1) in the ease of a settlement made before and in consideration of 

marriage where the settlor is not at the time of making the 
settlement able to pay all his debts ‘without the aid of the

creditors, and it appears to the Court that, the settlement, covenant or 
contract was made in order to defeat or delay creditors, or was unjustifi¬ 
able having regard to the state of the settlor’s affairs at the time when it 
was iqade, the Court may refuse or suspend an order of discharge or grant 
an order subject to conditions or refuse to approve a composition or arrange¬ 
ment. 

45. ( 1 ) An order of discharge shall not release the insolvent from— 

(а) any debt due to the Crown ; 

(б) any debt or liability incurred by means of any fraud or frau- 
• dulent breach of trust to ‘which he was a party ; or 

(c) any debt or liability in respect of which he has obtained for¬ 

bearance by any fraud to which he was a party ; or 

(d) any liability under ,.sn order for maintenance made under section 

488 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898. ‘ V of 1898. 
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(3) Save as otherwise provided by sub-section (1), an order of dis¬ 
charge shall release the insolvent from all debts provable in insolvency. 

(5) An order of discharge shall be conclusive evidence of the insol¬ 
vency, and of the validity of the proceedings therein. 

(4) An order of discharge shall not release any person who at the date 
of the presentation of tlie petition was a partner or co-trustee with the in¬ 
solvent or was jointly bound or had made any joint contract with him, or 
any person who was surety or in the nature of a surety for him. 

PART III. 

Administration op Property. 

Proof of debts. 

46. (i) Demands in the nature of unliquidated damages arising other- Debts prov- 
vvise than by reason of a contract or breach of trust shall not be provable Solvency, 
in insolvency. 

(2) A person having notice of the presentation of any insolvency peti¬ 
tion by or against the debtor shall not prove for any debt or liability con¬ 
tracted by the debtor subsequently to the date of his so having notice. 

( 3) Save as provided by sub-sections (i) and (2), all debts and liabili¬ 
ties, present or future, certain or contingent, to which the debtor is subject 
when he is adjudged an insolvent or to which ho may become subject before 
his discharge by reason of any obligation incurred before the date of such 
adjudication, shall be. deemed to be debts provable in insolvency. 

(4) An estimate shall be made by the official assignee of the value of 
any debt or liability provable as aforesaid which by reason of its being sub¬ 
ject to any contingency or contingencies, or for any other reason, does not 
bear a certain value : 

Provided that if in his opinion the value of the debt or liability is in¬ 
capable of being fairly estimated, lie shall issue a certificate to that eftect, 
and thereupon the debt or liability shall be deemed to be a- debt not prov¬ 
able in insolvency. 

Explanation.— For the purposes of this section “ liability ” includes 
any compensation for work or labour done, any obligation or possibility 
of an obligation to pay money or money’s worth on the breach of any 
express or implied covenant, contract, agreement or undertaking, whether 
the breach does or does not occur, or is or is not likely to occur or 
capable of occurring, before the discharge of the debtor, and generally 
it includes any express or implied engagement , agreement or undertaking 
to pay, or capable of resulting in the payment of, money or money’s worth, 

whether the payment is, as respects amount, fixed or unliquidated • as 

L43BO L 1 
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* 

respects time, present or future, certain or dependent, on eontiitgeucy 
or contiugeifctPS ;*as"to nrofle or valuation, capable of being ascertained by 
fixed rules, or an matter of opinion. 

47. Where there have been mutual dealings between an insolvent 
and a creditor proving or claiming to prove a debt under this Act, an 
account shall be taken of wlmt is due from the one party to Hie other 
in respect of such mutual dealings, and the sum due from the one party 
shall be set off against any sum due from the other'party, and the balance 
of the account, and no more,, shall be claimed or paid on cither side 
respectively : 

Provided that a person shall nol he entitled under this section to 
claim the benefits of any set-off against the property of an insolvent in 
any case where lie had at flu* time of giving credit to the insolvent notice 
of the presentation of any insolvency petition by or against him. 

48. With respect to the mode of proving debts, the right of proof by 
secured and oilier creditors, the admission and rejection of proofs, and the 
other matters referred to in the Second Schedule, the rules in that schedule 
shall he observed. 

49. (f) In the distribution of 1 lie property of the insolvent there shall 
be paid in priority to all other debts— 

(а) all debts due to the Crown or to any local authority ; 

(б) all salary or wages of any clerk, servant or labourer in respect 

of services rendered to the insolvent during four months 
be I ore the date of Hie presentation of the petition, not exceed¬ 
ing three hundred rupees for each such clerk, and one 
hundred rupees for each such servant or labourer ; and 
(e) rent due to a landlord from the insolvent : provided the amount 
payable under this clause shall not exceed one month’s rent. 

(2) The debts specified in ,sub-sec1ion (/) shall rank equally between 
themselves, and shall be paid in full, unless the property of the insolvent 
is insufficient to meet them, in which case they shall abate in eq,ual pro¬ 
portions between themselves. 

(o’) Subject to the retention of such sums as may he necessary for 
the expenses of administration or otherwise, the debts specified in sub¬ 
section (1) shall be discharged forthwith in so far as the property of the 
insolvent is sufficient to meet them. 

(4) In the case of partners, the partnership property shall be appli¬ 
cable in the first instance in payment of the partnership debts, and the 
separate property of each partner shall be applicable in the first instance in 
payment of his separate debts. Where there is a surplus of the separate 
property of the partners, ife shall be dealt with as part r of the partnership 
property ; and where Ijhere is a surplus of the partnership property, it

debtor is adjudged an insolvent at the rate of six per centum per annum 
on all debts proved in the insolvency.

Properly available for payment of debts. 

61. The insolvency of a debtor, whether the same takes place on the Relation of 
debtor’s own petition or upon that of a creditor or creditors, shall be j^j^ 11008 
deemed to have relation hack to and to commence at— 

(a) the time of the commission of the act of insolvency on which an 
order of adjudication is made against him, or 
(b j if the insolvent is proved to have committed more acts of 
insolvency than one, the time of the first of the acts of 
insolvency proved to have been committed, by the insolvent 
within three months next preceding the date of the present¬ 
ation of the insolvency petition : 

Provided that no insolvency petition or order of adjudication shall 
be rendered invalid by reason of any act of insolvency committed anterior 
to the debt of. the petitioning creditor. 

52. (/) The property of the insolvent divisible amongst his creditors, Description 

and in this Ad referred to as the property of the insolvent, shall not vent's^ 

comprise the following particulars, namely :— property 

divisible 

(a) property held by the insolvent on trust for any other person ; amongst 

(b) the tools (if any) of his trade and the necessary wearing credltora - 

apparel, bedding, cooking vessels, and furniture of himself, 
his wife and children, to a value, inclusive of tools aind 
apparel and other necessaries as aforesaid, not exceeding 
three hundred rupees in the whole. 

(2) Subject as aforesaid, the property of the insolvent shall Comprise 
the following particulars, namely .— 

(a) all such property as may belong to or be vested in the insolvent 
at the commencement of the ^solvency or may be acquired 
•by"or devolye on hjm before his discharge ; 
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(6) the capacity to exercise and to take prodeedings for exercising 
all such powers in or over or in respect of property as might 
have been exercised by the insolvent for his own benefit at

the commencement of his insolvency or before his discharge ; 

and 

(c) all goods being at the commencement of the insolvency in the 
possession, order or disposition of the insolvent, in his trade 
or business by the consent and permission of the true owner 
under such circumstances that he is the reputed owner there¬ 
of : 

Provided that things in action other than debts due or growing due 
to the insolvent in the course of his trade or business shall not be deemed 
goods within the meaning of clause (c) : 

Provided also that the true owner of any goods which have become 
divisible among the creditors of the insolvent under the provisions of 
clause (c) may prove for the value of such goods. 

, Effect of insolvency on antecedent transactions. 

53. (1) Where execution of a decree has issued against the property 
of a debtor, no person shall be entitled to the benefit of the execution 
against the official assignee, except in respect of assets realized in the 
course of the execution by sale or otherwise before the date of the order 
of adjudication and before he had notice of the presentation of any insol¬ 
vency petition by or against the debtor. 

(2) Nothing in this section shall affect the right of a secured creditor 
in respect of property against which a decree is executed. 

(2) A person who in good faith purchases the property of a debtor 
under a sale in execution shall in all cases acquire a good title to it against 
the official assignee. 

54. Where execution of a decree has issued against any property of a 
debtor which is saleable in execution, and before the sale thereof police 
is given to the Court executing the decree that an order of adjudication 
has been made against the debtor, the Court shall, on application, direct 
the property, if in the possession of the Court, to be delivered to the 
official assignee, but the costs of the execution shall be a first charge on the 
property so delivered, and the official assignee may sell the property or an 
adequate part thereof for the purpose of satisfying the charge. 

55. Any transfer of property, not being a transfer made before and

be deemed fraudulent and void as against the official assignee. 

(5) This sectiofi shall not affect the rights of any person making title 
in good faith and for valuable consideration through or under a creditor 
of the insolvent. 

57. Subject to the foregoing provisions with respect to the effect of Protectftm 
insolvency on an execution and with respect to the avoidance of certain 
transfers and preferences, nothing in this Act shall invalidate in the case 
of an insolvency— 

(a) any payment by the insolvent to any of his creditors ; 

(b) any payment or delivery to the insolvent ; 

(c) any transfer by the insolvent for valuable consideration ; or 

( d ) any contract or dealing by or with the insolvent for valuable 

consideration : 

Provided that any such transaction takes place before the date of 
the order of adjudication and, that the person with whom such transac¬ 
tion takes place lias not at the time notice of the presentation of any insol¬ 
vency petition by or against the debtor. 

Realization of property. 

58. (1) The official assignee shall, as soon as may be, take possession 
of the deeds, books and documents of the insolvent and all other parts of 
his property capable of manual delivery. 

(2) The official assignee shall, in relation to and for the purpose of 
acquiring oi retaining possession of the property of the insolvent, be in 
the feme posilion as if he were a receiver of the property appointed under 
the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, and the Court may on his application 
enforce such acquisition or retention accordingly. 

(3) Where any part of the property of the insolvent consists of stock, 
shares in ships, shares, or any other property transferable in the books of 
any company, office or person, the official assignee may exercise the right 
to transfer the property to the same extent as the insolvent might have 
exercised it, if he had not become insolvent. 

(4) Where any part, of the property of the insolvent consists of things 
in action, sucl^ things shall be deemed to* have been duly transferred to 
the official Ussignce. . 
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(5) Ary treasurer or other officer, or any bafiker, attorney or agent 
ait insolvent, shall pay and deliver to the official assignee*all money and 
securities in his possession or power as such officer, banker, attorney or 
agent, which he is not by law entitled to retain as against the insolvent or 
the official assignee. If he fails so to do, he shall be guilty of a contempt 
of Court, and shall be punishable accordingly on the application of the 
official assignee. 

59. (1) The Court may grant a warrant to any*, prescribed officer of 
the Court or any police-officer above the rank of a constable to seize any 
part of the property of an insolvent in the custody or possession of the 
insolvent or of any other person, and with a view to such seizure to break 
open any house, building or room of the insol rent where the insolvent is 
supposed to he, or any building or receptacle of the insolvent where any 
of his property is supposed to be. 

(2) Where the Court is satisfied that there is reason to believe that 
property of the insolvent is concealed in a house or place not belonging 
to him, the Court may, if it thinks fit, grant a search warrant, to any such 
officer as aforesaid who may execute it according to its tenor. 

60. (/) Where an insolvent is an officer of the Army nr Navy or of 
1 [tlie Royal Indian Navy], or an officer or clerk or otherwise employed or 
engaged in the civil service of tlie Crown, the official assignee shall receive 
for distribution amongst the creditors so much of the insolvent’s pay or 
salary liable to attachment in execution of a decree as the Court may direct. 

(2) Where an insolvent is in the receipt of a salary or income other 
than as aforesaid, the Court may, at any time after adjudication and from 
time to time, make such order as it thinks just for the payment to the 
official assignee, for distribution among the creditors of so much of such 
salary or income as may be liable to attachment in execution of a decree, 
or of any portion thereof. 

a 61. The property of the insolvent shall pass from official assignee 
to official assignee, and shall vest in the official assignee for tlie time being 

during his continuance in office, without any transfer whatever.

62. (1) Where any part of the property of an insolvent consists of 
land of any tenure burdened with onerous covenants, of shares or stocks

(/) accept as the consideration for the sale of any property of the 
insolvent a sum of money payable at a future time or fully 
paid Shares, debentures or debenture stock in any limited 
company subject to such stipulations as to security and other¬ 
wise as the Court thinks fit ; 

(g) Mortgage or pledge any part of the property of the insolvent for 

the purpose of raising money for the payment of his debts 
or for the purpose of carrying on the business ; 

( h ) refer any dispute to arbitration, and compromise all debts, 

claims and liabilities, on such terms as may be agreed upon ; 

( i ) divide in its existing form amongst the creditors, according to 

its estimated value, any property which, from its peculiar 
nature or other special circumstances, cannot reacHly or ad¬ 
vantageously be sold. 

1 (2) The official assignee shall account to the Court and pay over all 
monies and deal with all securities in such manner as is prescribed or as 
the Court directs. 


Distribution of property „ 

69. ( 1) The official assignee shall, with all convenient speed, declare 
and distribute dividends amongst the creditors who ‘have proved their 
debts. 

(2) The first dividend (if any) shall be declared and be distributed 
within 2 [one year] after the adjudication, unless the official assignee 
satisfies the Court that there is sufficient reason for postponing the decla- 
at ; on to a later date. 

*(3) Subsequent dividends shall, in the absence of sufficient reason to 
the contrary, be declared and be payable at intervals of not mflre than 
six months. 

(4.) Before declaring a dividend, the official assignee shall cause notice 
of his intention to do so to be published in the prescribed manner, and 
shall also send reasonable notice thereof to each creditor mentioned in the 
insolvent’s schedule who has not proved his debt.

tion they have not, had sufficient, time to tender their proofs ; 

(б) debts provable in insolvency the subject of claims not yet deter¬ 

mined ; 

(«) disputed proofs or claims ; and 

(d) the expenses necessary for the administration of the estate or 
otherwise. 

( 2 ) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (i), all money in hand 
shall be distributed as dividends. 

72. Any creditor who has not proved his debt before the declaration 
of any dividend or dividends shall he entitled to hi* paid out of any money 
for the time being in the hands of the official assignee any dividend or 
dividends which he way have failed to receive, beiore that, money is applied 
to the payment of any future dividend or dividends, bin be shall nut he 
entitled to disturb the distribution of any dividend declared before his 
debt was proud by reason that lie has nol participated 1 herein. 

73. (J) When the official assignee has realized all the property of 
the insolvent, or so much thereof as can, in his opinion, be realized without 
needlessly protracting the proceedings in insolvency, he shall, with the

the declaration of a dividend to the time-when the debt would nave be¬ 
come payable, according to the terms on which it was contracted. 

Admission or rejection of proofs. 

25. The official assignee shall examine every proof and the grounds of 
the debt, and'in writing admit or reject it in whole or in part, or require 
further evidence in support of it. If he rejecls a. proof, he shall state in 
writing 1o ihe creditor the grounds of the rejection. 

26. If the official assignee thinks that a proof has been improperly 
admitted, the Court may, on ihe application of the official assignee, after 
notice to'the creditor who made the proof, expunge tin* proof or reduce 
its amount. 

27. The Court may also expunge or reduce a proof upon the applica¬ 
tion of a creditor if the official assignee declines to interfere in the 
matter, or in the case of a composition or scheme upon the application 
ol the insolvent.

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relating to the supply and 
use of electrical energy ; It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

PART I. 

Preliminary. 

1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Indian Electricity Act, 1910. Shorttitle,

building, or on, over or under any land not dedicated to public use 
whereon, whereover or whereunder any electric supply-line, or work has 
not already been lawfully laid down or placed by such licensee : 

Provided that any support of an aerial line or any stay or strut re¬ 
quired for the sole purpose of securing in position any support of an 
aerial line may be lixed on any building or land or, having been so 
fixed, may be altered, notwithstanding the objection of the owner or 
occupier of such building or land, if the District Magistrate or, in a 
Presidency-town 1# *, the Commissioner of Police, by order i*i writing 

so directs : 

Provided, also, that, if at any time the owner or occupier of any 
building or land on which any such - support, stay or strut has been 
fixed shows sufficient cause, the District Magistrate or, in a Presidency-

(3) When making an order under sub-section (2), the District 
Magistrate or the Commissioner of Police, as the case may be, shall fix 
the amount of compensation or of annual rent, or of both, which should 
in his opinion be paid by the licensee to the owner or occupier. 

(4) Every order made by a District Magistrate or a Commissioner 
of Police under sub-section (2) shall be subject to revision by the 2 [Provin¬ 
cial Government].

be, from time to time give such further information in rela¬

(б) if the repairing authority intimates to the licensee that it dis¬ 

approves of such works, section or plan, or approves thereof 
subject to amendment, the licensee may, within one week 
of receiving such intimation, appeal to the 1 [Provincial 
Government], whose decision, after considering the reasons 
given by the repairing authority for its action, shall be 
final ;
